Attached is a draft paper which attempts to paraphrase in 
sumary all current, official GVTJ expressions of Rural Construction 
doctrine. We want to be certain that this Vietnamese doctrine 
is expressed adequately and correctly, in the briefest form feasible. 
Thus, request that you review the draft with this In mind and give 
your comments or suggestions to Mr. Dan Ellaberg, the action officer. 
Embassy 229 or 268, by close of business on February 8, Mr. Ellsberg 
will then prepare a final draft, incorporating all suggestions 
required to make this paper complete, and show it to you for final 
review prior to February 10, 

The completed paper will serve as the current response to 
task 1-0, assigned in Ambassador Porter’s memorandum to the Mission 
Council, January 2o, on required actions in connection with 
Warrenton discussions. Although task 1-G was included among tasks 
which would be postponed at this time, it was decided that it would 
be useful to compile a paper on current doctrine as new developed by 
the Vietnamese officially. Thus, this paper will be forwarded to 
Washington, along with other U.3„ Mission papers meeting the 
February 10 deadline.
